T is quite evident that the granting of rebates 


and1 freight discrimination may be abolished 


if the law shall be enforced. The courts have in- 
dicated quite plainly that no devices to escape 
the provisions of the law will be countenanced. 
Juries may be depended upon to convict, where 
the evidence warrants. It rests with the executive 
department to give force and vitality to the law 


At Kansas City fines of $15,000 were levied 


against Swift & Co, Cudahy Packing Company 
Armour Packing Company, Morfts & Co. and the 
JuirlingtorT & Qnincy railway company, George 
L. Thomas, a freight broker, was fined $6,0oc 
and sentenced to four months in the penitentiary 
and L. B Taggart, likewise a freight broker 
was fined 84,000 and sentenced to three months 
in the penitentiary. The companies named were 
found guilty of soliciting or granting rebates anc 
the freight brokers of conspiring to violate a fed- 
eral law. 
All, however, were involved in the 


granting or securing of rebates.

pursuing the defendants while allowing the real 
offenders to escape.'' When the real offenders 
shall be sent to jail there will be respect for the 
law. Fines which may be paid and yet make it 
profitable to violate the law will prove no deter- 
rent to "commercial crimes."
